Ag Improper to Belittle tho Lecrisla- 
ture as to Belittle tlie Courts 
of Justice. 



(From our own Correspondent,) 
New Wi;.sT.Mi.s.sTEn, Aiiril 20. — Proviu- 
cicl Constable Mason, acting for the Ser- 
geant-at-Anns, came up front Victoria, this 
morning, with tho Speaker's warrant, and 
tho Kennedy Brothers surrendered to liim 
about noon. They were taken to lliO pro- 
Tincial jail, wlicro they will remain until 
to-uiorro\T, when thoy will bo reraovoJ to 
Victoria, iiiul appear at tho bar of tho 
House. Application was made in tho 
iSupremo Court by Mr, Wliiloaide before 
Mr. Justice Walltcm for a writ of haheai 
coiyuf on an uliidavit that the Me.;srs. 
Kennedy made that thoy wore illegally 
detained in prison by the jiilar of this 
plaod, 

Tho judge first remarked that It w»9 un- 
usual for the deponents to swear to matters 
of law, utid lie, therefore, wished to know 
what facts they had. Tlia attention was 
thou drawn to the Speaker's warrant, and 
it was stated that tlio arrest had been mado 
for an alleged contempt committed boforo 
the recent Act respecting the privileges of 
tho Legislative Asaoinbly had been passed. 
His Honor remarked that this was not on 
the affidavit, and, even if it had been, ho 
would only look to the question of arrest 
and detention as disclosed by the Speaker's 
warrant. 

Mr. Whiteside submitted for his consid- 
eration the statute in question as having 
been recently pnssed, >^nd contended that 
tho speaker had no power under the act to 
issue the warrant. 

The judge held otherwise, and declared 
that tho act was perfectly constitutional 
and within tho rights of the Legislature ; 
that, as to tho suggestion that it was not 
retroactive und only applied to periods aub- 
•etiueut to its passage, ho might agree with 
Mr. Whiteside, because it was a canon of 
construction, with respect jto statutes, and 
especially penalties, that if they were in- 
tended to be retroactive, the Legislature 
inust in express words say, so. 
This wan in accordance with 
the spirit of the constitution. What might 
be iunocent in its be irings when committed, 
or might bo dealt with by tho courts, o.g. 
in oaao of libel, might, by subsequent legis- 
lation, be made mors criminal in its charac- 
ter nnd subject to punishment of a kind un- 
known when tho act wus committed. With 
this, however, he con-siderod iio hud noth- 
ing to do at present, as the warrant before 
him was for an alleged contempt aud was 
perfectly sound on its fact. Even if the 
warrant had been made bad ou 
its face, he would have rofuaed to 
grant tho writ as tho queatiou of 
inaulficieucy was one which should be left 
to the Legislative AssemLily to decide. The 
Jleaara. Kennedy Mere crying out before 
they were hurt, and it would be time enough 
for them to apply hereafter, if need be, to 
the Supreme Court for reilrcsa in caao tho 
Legislative Asaemlily decided that tho acli 
was retroactive, and in consequence puniah 
them. Similar acta liad been passed in 
the other Provinces and their propriety was 
uu(|uestionable, for the dij:;nity and influence 
of tlie Legislature ought to bo upheld and 
provided tor. The Legislative Aasen.bly was 
notan iustitutioDwhicli lielougedto the Gov- 
ernor or the Uovernment of the day, but was 
part of the constitution and trusted to tlio 
people for carrying out their wishes in the 
shape of legislation. It was therefore ai im- 
properto belittle such an institution asit was 
to belittle the Courts df .Tusttce, which they 
had established in the province at their own 
instance. Tho Legislature was the lawmaker 
and the Judiciary were the administrators of 
that law, and both these branches of the 
const itution should, for tho credit of tho 
people who had them established, be upheld 
and protected. He knew nothing of the 
alleged libel and had not read it, and even 
if he had it would not have boon his pro- 
vince to have given any opinion upon it 
Surely what was riglit in all the other 
provinces of tlie Doiiiinioii was right in this 
province. There waa therefore no impro 
])riety in the legislation referred to. He 
refused, therefore, to grant a writ at all. 



TO ASSIST RAILWAY BUILDING- 

Contents of the Last Two Bills Laid Before 
the Iiegislalure. 

r.ill Xo. S2, now before the Provincial 
Lrj^inlalure, bear.-" the title, "An Act to 
Authorize tho (Jrantiiig of a certain Land 
Suliaiily for aud in Aiil of the Kaslo and 
Slocan Railway," and provides for tho 
granting to the company formed to build 
from the town of Kaslo to a point on or 
near Slocan lake, 10,2-10 acres per mile, 
upon condition that construction be com- 
menced and finished within the time speoi- 
tied in the incorporation, and upon tho 
further condition that the compauy furnish 
proper security for construction. 

Tho company is called upon to tile, in tho 
Depiirtment of Piiblio Works, a map shoiv- 
ing the course of tho proposed railway, and 
llie lands to be traversed; and the company 
is also rcijuired to deposit with the Provin- 
cial Secretary security in the sum of §25,- 
01)0, not US a penally, but as li(|uidated and 
ascertr.ined daniagos to tlic ]noviiicc in case 
of default in the comnieiiceniciit ami coin- 
plfition of tlio road. The laud is to lie 
granted in alternate block", and C'rown 
grants may be issued as the work proceed.'). 

Section 7 provides that the lands graiitoil 
shall not be subject to Provincial taxation 
until the expiration of ten years from the 
ilate of their selection by tho company, or 
until alienated by the company, whichever 
event mry soonest happen, and tho railway 
and equipment, and stations, and station 
grounds, workshops, buildings, yarda, roll- 
ing stock, appurtenances, and other proporty 
reijuired and used for the construction, 
e(|uipnient and working of the said line of 
railway, and all personal property under or 
possessed by tho said company, and the 
capital stock of the company, shall be free 
from Frovinoinl taxation' until the lapse of 



five years from the- cbtnpletion of the rail'' 
way. 

The bill to aid the Victoria and Sidney 
Railway company provides that tho Govern- 
ment of British' Coluinbia may guarantee 
the payment of interest, until maturity, at 
two per cent, per annum on bonds of the 
eompany issued to au amount not exceeding 
$300,000, or its equivalent in sterling 
money, which bonds tlie company is by its 
charter authorized to issue; the principal of 
such bonds to bo payable not later than 
twenty-tivo years from their date, and any 
agreement entered into in order to carry 
the provisions hereof into cfreot, con- 
taining such conditions for securing the 
interest upon Biich bonds and enforcing 
the payment thereof as are authorized by 
the charter of the Company and us shall be 
approved l)y the Lieutenant-Governor in 
Council, the Company being empowered to 
charge its undertaking and its tolls und 
property, real and personul, then existing 
and at any time thereafter acquired, with 
the repayment of uU moneys to ba paid by 
the Provincial government in respect of the 
guarantees hereby authorized, second and 
subject only to tho charge given in favor of 
the bondholders under the Company's 
Act of Incorporation. Also that in 
case, at any time, an agreement is entered 
into by tlie Company with the Corporation 
of the city of Victoria, for the furnishing 
by the aaid Corporation of a similar guaran- 
tee of interest to a further amount of two 
per cent, upon the botlds of tho Company 
up to three liuiuhed thousand dollars, tho 
Government may make such arrangements 
for permitting tho said Corporation to 
share any security taken by them for ad- 
vances hereunder, and such provisions as to 
the manner of holding the aamo us to them 
Bcem fit.

Tbe Italian Sovereififu Not Much Dis- 
quieted by the Anarchists aud 
Dyuaniitaids. 



D.'scord iu the Rauka of the Socialists 
and Their Asso- 
ciates. 



RoMK, April 30. — Tho activity of tho 
police to repress all anarchistic demonstra- 
tions on May Bay has been redoubled during 
the last three days. Reports reached the 
chief of police on Monday that attempts 
would be made by the anarchists to blow up 
the Quiriual lUld the Palace, and he at once 
put men at work walling up the lower win- 
dows, the openings into the area and the 
tanderground passages. King Humbert first 
learneaof the progressof the work laatnight, 
and was highly indignant. "Thank God, he 
is said to have exclaimed, "The time has not 
yet oome when the King of the Italian peo- 
ple must fortify his home against them," 
He sent for tho Chief of Police at once, and 
not only ordered tho Trork already done to 
be demolished but also cautioned him against 
taking measures likely to manifest distruat 
of the people. While all denionatrative pre- 
cautions against riots will be avoided, how- 
ever, the police and military will be better 
prepared than on previous May Days to 
make short work of all excesses. 
The proliibltion of all public meetings 
has been proclaimed, and all Anarchist 
agitators aro being warned that they will be 
under police surveillance on April ;iOtb and 
May lat. Special delaila have been made 
already to the innseura and galleries, and 
governinen* luiildiiiga und to the largest 
factories, whose ouuera have received 
warning letters lately, giving tho ultor- 
native of higher wagi:.s imd better treat- 
ment for workingmen or summary 
punishment on May Day. Two battalions 
of infantry will be added to the garrison 
on April 29. Tho utmost discord prevails 
between the Anarchists and Socialists. The 
latter protest against moving the authorities 
to stronger repressive measures and have 
been advised by their Gertnun colleagues to 
abstain altogether from the May Day Con- 
ference, The Anarchists refuse to moderate 
their extreme measures and even go so far 
as to propose resolutions endorsing th* 
Dynamitards of Paris and Madrid, conae 
quontly the proposed conference will [iro- 
bably be abandoned. Several workingnien's 
associations have withdrawn already. 

QUKliEC BOODLEKS. 

Arresi of Count Merclcr, Who Denies the

Mo.NTUKAL, April 20. — Count Mercier, ex- 
premier of the province of Quebec, who is 
ill in bed here, was, to-day, placed under 
arrest by the service of a summons on him 
to appear liefore the Criminal Court at Que- 
bec, on April 28, to answer to the charge of 
conspiracy to. defraud the province out 
of tne sum of §G0 in connection with 
a contract with one Langlais to supply 
the government oflieers with stationeiy. 
The summons was issued at the instance of 
Provincial Attorney-General Ca.sijrain. 
Mercier will obey the summona and defend 
liimfiulf. He makes a slroni; denial of the 
charges. 'J'ho all'air has created a great 
seii.s'.ition and is expected to lead to impor- 
tant developments. .Messr.s. l.ang. lier and

COLLIERY CASUALTY. 

A I't'unsjlvanlii. Colliery Flooded and iN'uiu- 
burs ol' Miners Drowned. 

MiNl'.HSvii.i.i:, Pa., April L'O. — A horrible 
accident, by which ten or twelve niiucrs 
lost their lives, occurred this evening at 
f^ytle Colliery, located on Primrose Moun- 
tain, Kcverul miles north-west of here. 'J'he 
v.orks tup the great Wolf Creek Colliery, 
which has laid idle for some years 
owing to a large accumulation of 
water. About two years ago, tlio 
prehent operators commenced ro-openiiig tlie 
tract and have spent several thouaand 
dollars ill pumping and opening up new 
slopes, (iangwaya aro being pushed out 
from llieae slopea on all sides of tho new 
workings. The old water lies in it, and it 
was tho sudden bursting through of one or 
more of these deiioaits that cauuht tho un- 
fortunate millers wliilo at work. Three 
American miners, named Dollnn, i5ell and 
Buggy, aro among the dead, and it is 
thought that at least six Hungarians and 
Italian laborers are also drowned. There 
were several score of men inside at the 
time. ' Many of them swam out.

Clemency 
was asked for on the ground that she has a 
babe still at the breast.

There 
liiivo been no arrestp; they threatened to 
burn the town in case they were interfered 
with. There waa an explosion in a market 
place in Orenze (1 ilieia, this evening. The 
bomb contained alioitl seven pounds of dyna- 
mite, and was placed near a statue in the 
middle nf tlie .'•(|UiU'e. No one waa injured, 
but the houses in the vicinity wore injured 
to the extent of several thousand francs.

ESCAPED FKOM HER PBESECUTOIIIS 

A Chinese Girl. Kept In Concealment Throneh 
" Ooloniat " E.Tposurcs, Frees Uerself 
at Last. 

It will be remembered that, some months 
ago, tho Colonist exposed the facts con- 
cerning the sale in Chinatort'n, for hard 
cash, of six young girls who had coiiio here 
last October in tho Empress of China in 
company with a notorious brothel keeper, 
Lin You. Owing to facta unearthed at 
that time, two of the unfortunate girls were 
rescued, and are now living happily in the 
Rescue Home ou Cormorant fctreet. It was 
stated in this paper that, of the other four, 
two liad been smuggled across the Sound, 
one was living as a slave i^irl to Mali Quong 
Fook at 1 18A Government street, and the 
other being held, also in slavery, by Lin 
You, in a cabin belonging to one Yip 
King, at the corner of Fisgnard and Store 
streets. 

On Tuesday night, at about S o'clock, tho 
last named girl, who is not ijuito twenty 
yours of ago, sent a boy over to the Chinese 
Mission school to ask the Christian lads 
there to send for a hack for her, as she had 
a chance to csoupc. A vehicle was immedi- 
Mtply procured, and, stealing out of a miser- 
able shanty at the back of Hart's Buildings, 
between Fisguard and Herald streets, tlie 
young ^voman, whose name is Liu Choy, got 
into it and was driven at full speed 
up to the Refuge Home. There she 
is now, safo from her enemies. Her 
atory, which tallies with reports appearing 
from time to time in tho pnpcra, is that 
when the stir created iuChinatoH ii thruugh 
the Colonist articles was at its height, Lin 
Von, her owner rushed her aljoul from 
place to place, so that no trace could possi- 
idy be got of her whereabouts. .Slie says 
that she slept at eight diU'erent places in as 
many nights, and that once when concealed 
in the old -Mission school building in 
Cormorant street aliove King Tye'a store she 
heard men whom she took to lie reporters 
hunting for Lin ''I'ou, who was in the same 
room with her at the time. ,Sho had an 
opportunity to get auay once before but 
missed her chance, and it was only on 
Tuesday night that the next occasion pre- 
sented itself. She took aiR'antace of it and 
put herself out of the power of Lin You, 
who she states has sold her to seven dif- 
ferent men since she huided in Victoria. 

Lin ('hoy is an unusually pretty girl with 
regular features and a determined look 
about her face that shows her to be full of 
natural courage. The oflieers of the Homo 
aro naturally delighted at having secured 
her.

The course wliich the Opposition news 
papers have taken in tlie Kennedy ulf iir ia 
not creditable to thcni. Not ono of them 
has had the hardihood to assert tlial; tlio 
charges tnude by the Columbian against 
the; Private Bilk Comuiittee are true. They 
do not repeat the Columbian's accusations. 
In fact, they say as little as they possibly 
can about them, yet they give aid and 
comfort to the Columbian, while its pub 
lishors refuse either to make good their 
charges or offer an apology for their slan- 
ders. Every one knows what is thought of 
men who egg others on to do what they are 
afraid or ashamed to do Ihomselvea, and 
who encourage offenders in their resistance 
to nutliority. 

Why do not the Opposition papers who 
clap the Kennedys on the back, and treat 
them as heroes and patriots, say plainly 
that they did right in trying to lead the 
public to beliov-o that the majority of the 
Miembors of tlie Private Bills Committee are 
corrupt, and that their ways in troatinc; the 
bills that come before thom aro "dark," 
"devious" and "crooked 2 " Why do thoy 
not boldly state that a newspaper has a 
tight to say anything that suits its pub 
lishers or inspiiers a))out mcmbora of the 
Legislature, and wlicu they are required to 
give an account of what they have 
published, to set the authority of 
. the Legislative Assembly at defiance 'i 
Why, indeed, do they not deny 
that the Assembly has either a legal or an 
equitable right to hold proprietors of news 
papers responsible for wh»t' they may 
choose to publish with respect to itaelf and 
its members 1 All this and more is implied 
in the articles and paragraphs which they 
publish, not in defence of the Kennedys, for 
no one attempts to defend their act, but in 
defimce of the authority of the Legislative 
Assembly. 

Do the Opposition newspapers, when 
tliey contend for the right of publishers to 
do wrong, believe that they are defending 
the liberty of the Press? Are they of 
opinion that the man who says what is in 
jurioua to the reputation of his neighbor 
and refuses either to prove his statements 
or to retract them, is, when he is the pub- 
lisher of a newspaper, to bo regarded as 
doing what is right and honorable ? Is it 
their opinion that there is one standard of 
right and honor for publishers of news- 
papers and another and a higher one for 
men of other occupations ? 

The course which the Opposition news- 
, papers is pursuing in countemuicing and 
encouraging what they do not and cannot 
defend, is "fouling their own nests" in the 
most effectual way possible. They are dO' 
ing their very best to lower the character of 
■the press in this province, and to justify 
what all who hate it and fear it say to its 
prejudice. 

This is what newspaper men, who respect 
themselves and their calling, should say : 
Is what the Kennedy's have said of the 

Private Bills Committee true ? If it is, let 
them prove their aaaerlions. If it is not, 
let them, as honest men and good citizens, 
apologize and retract. This is the plain 
and straightforward courae. All that has 
been said and written to justify their not 
'taking it is simply dishonest subterfuge. 



THE ANARCHISTS. 

"The Anarchists are still at work. They 
are committing outrages and disturbing so- 
ciety in many parts of Europe. Tiiey work 
in the dark, and the fear of tlieiii is all the 
greater because their doings are involved in 
mystery. The agent with which they pro- 
pose to effect their purposes is a deadly one, 
and the victims of their outrages are not 
wa'rned, and cannot take preeautions against 
their secret and treacherous attacks. 

But it does not appear that the Anarch- 
ists are at all formidable, and the terror 
they create la out of all proportion to the 
danger that the communities in which they 
ore known to exist is in from their plots. It 
is fortunate for the anarchists that they are 
so few, and that their outrages do not create 
a widespread panie. If once the feur of 
them beconies general they will bo hunted 
down like wild beasts. No mercy will be 
show them by the men of any nation. They 
will be regarded as the enemies of man- 
kind, and they will bo treated as such. The 
London Times concludes an article on the 
arrest of Ravachol in these words: 

" Nothing can be moro clear than that 
men of the Ravachol typo are not acting 
against ono fiovernment aloue or against 
the laws of one country alone. They aro 
the enemies of the whole social system, 
which Euroiie and Auierica have laborious- 
ly organized iu the courso of centuries. 
They strike at law and order in every 
country, not in any one country in particu- 
lar. Every Government, then, is eiiually 
iutereated in putting them down. If piracy 
and the slave trade are pronounced by in- 
ternational agreement to ho acta hostile to 
the public law of every nation, and if those 
guilty of them aro to be attacked and de- 
stroyed by any one and every one wherever 
'they aro found, so it will have to he with 
the Anarchists. There need bo no violont 
panic or hosts about it. There must ho 
joint action, but it should bo deliberate and 
open, and a fair warning should bo given to 
those whom it threatens. If they find that 



all civilized Governments are aoting to- 
gether, and that escape from the scaffold 
and the conviot prisoti is thus rendered 
alrobst^'ltpppssiblei ^ we shall see a rapirl 
thinning of ;the ratll£s, and a rapid return 
to some kind of decent living on the part of 
the professors and practitioners of dyna- 
mite." 

But it is not iikoiy that the..Anurchists 
will ever bo so numerous as to'.reqqire the 
nations to guard against thom in this way. 
Their ranks will bo recruited from the 
fanatics the criminals and the cranks of 
communities, and although those are, un- 
happily, too numerous everywhere, they, 
after all, form but a very small minority of 
the human race.

The chief features in the Supplementary 
Estimates are the additions to the Ministers 

silariea and the provision made for the es- 
tablishment of a new Department to be 
presided over by the Minister of Education 
and Immigration. We do not believe that 
there are many who will find fault with the 
increase to the salaries of the Heads of the 
Department. The work of the Government 
ia constantly inerensing, and men competent 
to perform the duties of Ministers are not 
by any moans too well paid when thoy get 
5-t,00t) a year. The Premier, wo are pleased 
to see, is to get §i),000, which, if ho works 
as hard as the Hon. Mr. Bobson does, will 
not be considered by any means a dispro- 
portionate remuneration. 

The establishment of a Department of 
Education iiud Immigration has become a 
necessity. The oversight of the public 
school system must tako up a considerable 
part of a Minister's time and attention, and 
as the population of the province increases 
there will bo moro to bo done. As popula- 
tion ia what this province wants more than 
anything else, wc are glad to see that the 
Government proposes to devote moro atten- 
tion than hitherto to encouraging a good 
class of immigrants to settle in the province 
and to see that they are placed where they 
will bo of most benefit to the province 
and bo best able to improve their own con- 
dition. The Government, by well and in- 
telligently directed effort can do i\ great deal 
in this direction to advance the prosperity 
of the province. If the right man is placed 
at the head of the now Department, and if 
his efforts aro judiciously seconded by the 
representatives of the people, he will bo 
able to make many much-needed improve- 
ments. The organ of the Opposition will, 
of course, be a thorn in the side of the now 
Minister. it evidently considers that its 
mission is to make mischief in the Depart- 
ment of Education ; but it is comforting to 
know thiit its ability ia not at all propor- 
tioned to its 7.2a.\. Hitherto, although it 
has made a good deal of noise, it lias not 
done much harm. It has not aided iu 
makint; a single improvement in our system 
of public education, but it has not injured 
it to any appreciable extent. We see that 
the step that his already been taken 
towards establishing a Department of 
I'jducatiou has roused its ire. It has 
growled its first growl at the change, and 
given the gentleman who, as it supposes, is 
to be the first head of the new Department 
a taste of its quality. 



ENCOURAOE ENTERPRISE. 

Every one who knows anything about 
British Columbia Sbes what immense advan- 
tages it must derive from the opening up 
and development of its Northern section. 
There is in that section a very largo area of 
territory which, with what resources it con- 
tains, ia now lying almost absolutely idle. 
In its present condition it ia of little use 
to any one here or elsewhere. What is 
required to make it available to the in- 
habitants of the province and to immigrants 
from other lands, is a railroad, or a system 
of railroads. Enterprising men offer to con- 
struct a road through this wilderness, and 
they ask in order to enable them to carry 
out their enterprise, a grant of this wild 
land. In order to make all the land of the 
region valuable, the Legislature has con- 
sented to give the railway company 
land along tho projected track. The 
road wlicQ it is constructed will niako all 
the land available for any useful purpose 
valuable, the small quantity which is given 
to the company and the immense area which 
belongs to the province. 

Both political parties, it seems, are will- 
ing to grant tho land to the company that 
builds the road.lnil there is a difference be- 
tween thcnias to the terms of tho grant. The 
Government and its supporters are ready to 
give tho land to tho Railway Company free 
from burdens of all kinds ; but the Opposi- 
tion would make it subject to taxation. It 
lust seem most unreasonable to all thought- 
ful people to burden a comp iny that un- 
dertakes to construct a road through an un- 

ttled country with taxes. Tliey have 
many difficulties to surmount, and thoy re- 
quire all tho help and encouragement that 
can be given them. Their object is to make 
a country now unproductive productive, and 
they are willing to wait for their profits and 
to take their chances of success. To place 
taxes on the shoulders of such men would 
bo like placing manacles on the legs of a 
man who had entered to run in a race. If 
the company suoeeoda, no one should bo- 
grudge them their reward, no matter liow 
great it may bo, and if they fail, tho stipu- 
lation to pay taxes will bo inoperative. Tho 
obstructive spirit whicli would make a land 
grant valueless, by compelling tho grantees 
to pay taxes, would shackle the progress of 
the province in every direction.

Tho people of tlio province are to bo con- 
gratulated on the fact that there aro two 
companies willing to engage in the great 
work. Tho Legislature has done wisely in 
giving tho Canadian Western tho opportu- 
nity it wants to go on with the work. If it 



is not able within the time specified to com- 
mence operations, tho Canadian Northern 
will tako its place. The old cornpany will, 
wc trust, be ■ in a position to comply with 
tho requirements of the law. It was the 
first in the field, and it has a host of well- 
wishers. If, however, it is obliged by cir- 
cumstances to stop down and out, it will bo 
both .the desire and the interest of all who 
have tho welfare of tho province at heart to 
givQ what aid and enoanragement they can 
to its successor,' the Canadian Northern 
Railway Company. This is what tho Legis- 
lature has done, and the community will bo 
wise if it follows so good an example.

necessitating the step." He held the Gov 
ornment blanieablo for not liaving brought 
down a redistribution measure during the 
•Besaian, oad prono^uiccd the review 
•of the so-called Boininion census 
prepared by the Provincial Government, a 
collection of fiaurcs simply and solely in- 
tended to ipoatpono "tho evil -day.'' Tho 
Provincial Government's criticism of the 
Dominion enumeration ho considered iil ad- 
vised, inaccurate and uncalhd for, luul 
thought the enumeration made by tlie Otta- 
wa authorities a pro[)er one upon vvliicli to 
2>roceed with tha promised redistribution. 

Mb.'.Keith advocated the creation of 
Minister of Railways, and the formulation 
- <of.a.railway policy beneficial tu the people, 
not as in the past, to tho raihyay 
tjnonopolists alone. Ho urged "jus- 
tice N for Nanaimo," and protestec" 
V,:, against the neglect of the Government to 
|:;!;-jpr6«ide in tho estimates for a. now um^ 
' much-needed school building in Nanaimo. 
An early redistribution of the sents in tiie 
House was urged, as "simple justice to the 
people.'" 

Dr. MiiiNE rebuked the membera of th 
■Government for vacating their seats when 
ho rose to discuss the questions of the day. 
To-day was a fiekl day, and the remarks of 
all members of the House were, at least, 
entitled to respect. Ho pointed to tlie 
recent ,])omiuion census as showing thue 
British Columbia wns retrograding under tht 
present government, and instanced tl 
Crofter scheme asm example of lioiv tl 
government gave away thousands of acres 
of the people's laud for what they them- 
selves admitted was at best an experiment. 
He referred to the rumor that two vacan 
ciea were likely to occur in the Cabinet, and 
called upon the goveraniciit to take the 
House into their conlidenco in this respect. 

Mr. Skmi.in also ur^ied tho government to 
give the House infoiniation in regard to tl 
proposed Cabmet changes, and charged that 
the supplemeutaries had been withheld — 
'.;'■:. that thoy M'ere all ready and could have 
■' ■' been presented prior to the Easter adjourn- 
•v/. ment. 

Mr. FORSTER devoted himself particularly 
'.. 'to the practice oi granting taxation exemp- 
tions for an indefinite period to railway 
' pompanies; this was unjust, and the will o{ 
the people was that these exemptions should 
■ be^abolished altogether. The' numerous 
rainvay land grants recently made by the 
Government very much resembled a mighty 
potlach given by some Indian chief, who 
felt his liold upon power becoming shaky 
and insecure. 

Mr. McKKNzn: followed, devoting him- 
self chicliy to eilucationul matter.'), and 
charging that iiii\ny of the schools were so 
infrequently infiitcted aa to gain no btiielit 
whatever from the oiiieial viaitalion.i. 
When he was Siipciinteudent of I'Idueation, 
things were very difi'eieiit ; he watolieil tlie 
teaciiers all the time, and would allow them 
to do nothing unless by his direction. 

Mk. Kitciii;.v proposed to have his " lit- 
tle share of grumble." He clainijd that the 
country districts had been grievously ill- 
treated in the distribution of appropriations. 
Tho Fraser valley was prospering despite 
tho neglect of the Government, but the pros- 
perity would he far more riipid and more 
pronounced if butter roads, streets and 
bridges were provided. Taking the esti- 
mates tliemaelves, ho objected to the crea- 
tion of such an ollieer as a Crown Solicitor, 
and to the expenditure of $17,000 more on 
surveys. The money could much more 
advantageously bo expended on the ]niblie 
roads. 

Mr. Sword also complained that his dis- 
trict had been unfairly treated in tho dis- 
tribution of appropriations.

—This city is 
beeoiiiing rapidly depopulated, 08 pracUcal 
ly everybody is leaving for the reservation. 
Banks and other places have decided ast to 
open unless they can have a good guard, 
fcariug raiders may take advantage of tho 
situation. It is not impossible that when 
12 o'clock cornea 300 men who failed to get 
a place in lino at the land ollico will maku a 
rush, and the boat man will gel to tho laud 
olliee, in the third story of thu building. 
Tho route to the border is lined with people 
of ull sorts and conditions, carrying supplies 
for establishing business; iu fact, everj^tliing 
for a country life. It is ruiiioied that two 
conhdeuce men who siicceedeil in robbing a 
boomer were shot dead en route to tho new 
country, but thu rumor is not eon/irmed. 

KiM.i isiii'K, O. T., April IS. — Twenty- 
five thousand boomers are bivouacking to- 
iiif;ht Oil the borders of tho Clioyennu and 
Ai-iqnihoe reservation. Theso, with others 
who will make the race from various cities 
along the railroad lines, maUo a total of 
some :!.S,OOU people who are seeking honica.

PYRAMIDS OF EGYPT. 

A Pyramid of Fame iu Canada. 

The Egyptian Pyramitlaaro generally Bup- 
poseil to have been intendpd as mausoleums 
for tho kings. They were begun, it is con- 
jectured, about 1204 years before tho birth 
of Christ, by Cheops and Cephrenca; four of 
these imniease structures have atlraeled 
particular attention; the two largest are 4tiO 
feet in height; and one of them covers 13 
Kngliah acres of ground. 

These iiyramids are wonderful in theii- 
construction, ami have been visited by thous- 
ands from all pans of tlie world. 

Our Ctuiadian people have heard of these 
imincusu sti uclurca, but only a few liavo 
fieeu tliciii.
